Stassen Still Strong; 
Taft Strengthens Case 


The o utco me o f the Ohio primary has left bo th 
Haro ld W. Stassen and the ^state’s “ fav o rite so n” fo r 
the presidency , Senato r Ro bert F. Taft, mo re o r less 
satisfied, but o ne thing must be said and that is 
that the Buckey e State Senato r succeeded in slo wing 
do wn the fo rmer Minneso ta go v erno r’s bandwago n. 
Mr. SHtassen, two weeks befo re the primary , set 
a standard fo r what he wo uld regard as success in 
the v o ting. He said he wo uld co nsider the result a 
v icto ry if he carried half, o r ev en elev en, o f the co n­ 
tested district delegates and if his single candidate 
fo r delegate-at-large go t as many v o tes as the av er­ 
age fo r the nine Taft delegates-at-large. In o ther 
wo rds, twelv e v o tes o r mo re wo uld be a successful 
o utco me fro m his v iewpo int. 
He wo n nine district delegates but lo st his dele­ 
gate-at-large candidate—no t to o impressiv e a sho w­ 
ing. 
On the o ther hand, fro m the Taft v iewpo int, 
we wo uld say the result was satisfacto ry but no t up­ 
ro ario usly so . 
The senio r Senato r fro m Ohio met 
the full brunt cf an attack by an o ppo nent who flushed 
with recent successes in Wisco nsin and Nebraska. 
Tn a clo se-to -T,he-peo ple campaign Taft wo uld seem 
to hav e sto pped the attack and a little mo re. Stassen 
didn’t do so badly but he certainly lo st a go o d deal 
o f the blo o m o f a y o ung po litical co nquero r with 
which he eptered the Ohio campaign. 
The v o te in three Clev eland districts was signifi­ 
cant. It is o ften repeated that Taft is a po o r cam­ 
paigner, with no v o te appeal, and three weeks befo re 
the ballo ting began it was co mmo n kno wledge that 
pro spects fo r the Senato r were bad in Clev eland. 
On o ccasio n the city by Lake Erie has sho wn a co n­ 
siderable capacity fo r being unfriendly 
to 
Repub­ 
licans 
It is the o pinio n o f po litical o bserv ers that 
had it no t been fo r the situatio n in Clev land, Stassen 
wo uld no t hav e made a co ntest in Ohio at all. There 
W'ere sharp diftertnces amo ng Taft’s friends regarding 
measures and metho ds to be used in the campaign. 
The pro spect was glo o my almo st to a po int o f being 
ho peless. 
Then it was that Taft ado pted his ty pe o f perso nal 
clo se-to -the-peo ple campaign. He spent many day s 
In Clev eland, talking to small and large cro wds. He 
talked co mmo n sense. 
He ev idently impressed his 
audiences by his patrio tism, his sincerity and his 
kno wledge o f go v ernment. The result: fiv e o ut o f 
six delegates went to Taft. 
So the general result o f the Ohio ballo ting will 
pro bably leav e Taft so mewhat stro nger and Stassen 
so mewhat weaker altho ugh he co ntinues a stro ng 
co ntender fo r the presidential no minatio n. He can­ 
no t, ho wev er, affo rd to receiv e to o many Ohio -like 
setbacks, and Taft will hav e to sho w himself as hav ­ 
ing mo re general appeal than has been his up to no w. 


Another Vacation 
Period Approaching 
With spring rapidly running its co urse summer 
canno t be far behind. 
And, summer, to the av erage 
American, co nno tes mo to ring and o ut-o f-do o r activ i­ 
ties. 
Ex cept fo r the scho o l set, y o ung and o lder, 
v acatio ns are fleeting Interv als, but Americans co n­ 
stantly striv e to ex tend them thro ugho ut the summer 
by w’eekend trips, half-day o utings and a few day s 
spent here and there. 
All o f which fails to satisfy 
the av erage perso n’s lo nging to be in the o pen, away 
fro m the heat, v ex atio ns and no ise o f the city . 
This 
Is an attitude that the farmer will nev er be able to 
understand. 
This summer will again see Americans take to 
the ro ad near and far fro m ho me, with o cean trips 
co nfined to a special few. 
Co nditio ns abro ad are no t 
calculated to set a great hegira o f Americans to Euro pe 
In mo tio n. 
But the wo rking o v er v acatio n spo ts in this co un­ 
try will receiv e will again be a matter o f asto nishment 
to the nativ es. 
Beach and mo untain wull see a mo v e­ 
ment o f Americans by car, train, bus and plane that 
is likely to eclipse the reco rd set last y ear. 
Many 
perso ns will make beelines fo r o ld haunts, many o thers 
will try so mething different in a new setting. 
All indicatio ns po int to inadequate acco mmo da­ 
tio ns, as usual. It has no t been po ssible to augment 
to urist and v acatio n facilities to meet the po stwar 
demand. 
Do ing v acatio n sto pping early will again 
be the rule o f tho se who hie themselv es way fro m 
ho me this summer. 


Police State Music 
Russia’s plea to co mpo sers o f the w'o rld to write 
mo re music fcr the peo ple was no t well receiv ed by 
musicians in the United States. It w^as badly timed, 
fo r o ne thing. 
The So v iet Unio n has been disciplining its o wn 
musicians, firing them fro m jo bs and threatening 
them with dire punishment fo r writing the “ wro ng” 
kind o f music, fo rcing them to co nfess their “ faults” * 
and pro mise to be go o d little co mpo sers. 
The creativ e and artistic driv es in man do no t 
flo urish weh under that so rt o f bludgeo ning, ahd 
American co mpo sers kno w it. So do students o f the 
Renaissance, who recall the o utpo uring o f creativ e 
fo rces that came when superimpo sed restrictio ns 
were remo v ed. 
Hence Russia’s suggestio n to free musicians that 
they do v o luntarily what So v iet musicians are being 
fo rced to do was bo und to aro use antago nism. 
The upper branches o f art may reach the clo uds, 
but art nev er co mpletely div o rces itself fro m the 
peo ple, when it Is bo th free and unco nfused. Perhaps 
so me mo dern music, pasing thro ugh the co nfusio n 
yf 
a 
perio d o f 
transitio n 
to 
escape 
the 
empty 
repetitio n o f classical cliches, needs to co me clo ser 
to the gro und 
But what the Russians really seem to want is 
fo r music to co me clo ser to po litics. Art has no busi­ 
ness do ing that. 
As Co mpo ser Do uglas Mo o re o f 
Co lumbia Univ ersity put it: “ It’s perfectly absurd 
to hav e a party line abo ut an abstract art.” 
And Co mpo ser Wiliam Schuman o f the Julliard 
Scho o l also refused to discuss art in po litical terms. 
He co mmented: “ The challenge fo r the co mpo ser- 
to day is the same as it has alway s been—to write 
the best music o f which he is capable in terms o f 
his o wn integrity as artist and man.” 
Secret po lice car hardly co ntribute as much to the 
impro v ement cf American music as can musicians 
and music critics.

T he Stutterer Perso nality 


The emotions play a role in the 
faculty of speech as this factor 
alone Is responsible for our most 
common speech difficulty —stutter­ 
ing. In individuals with this dis-

exact cause but none will deny 
tha t practically all confirmed stut­ 
terers are tense, insecure, highly 
excitable, or emotionally unstable. 
In 
the vast m ajority , sy mptoms 
have been present since childhood 
and 65 per cent tell of having 
parents who, a t one time or a n­ 
other, were afflicted. This suggests 
a hereditary tendencjr* but it is well 
k nown tliat inheritance Is not the 
sole culprit. 


Signs of m aladjustm ent are ex­ 
hibited by y oungsters long before 
speech disturbances arise. Such tots 
presented m any problems in be­ 
havior tha t were not handled prop­ 
erly . 
Most of these irregularities 
revolved 
around eating, sleeping, 
elim ination, 
tem per 
t a n t r u m s , 
thum bsuck ing, etc. Stuttering was 
finally added and it was here tha t 
the child often developed the great­ 
est sense of inadequacy because it 
did not tak e long for him to realize 
tha t he was different from other 
children. This was true particularly 
when play m ates and even parents 
m ade him conscious of the defect 
by mimick ing or correcting him 
continually . 
Then the vicious cy cle began. As 
the penalties for stuttering grew, so 
did his feeling of inadequacy . This 
in turn gave rise to uncontrollable 
anxiety because now the y oungster 
began to anticipate trouble and, 
when it occurred, his tension was 
further increased. 
In time, fear 
became 
more 
dom inant 
and, 
if 
uncheck ed, began to warp his per­ 
sonality . The final result is a full­ 
blown neurosis which all too fre­ 
quently resists treatm ent. 


In the early stages, much can be 
done through a regimen of rest, 
relaxation, and talk ing more slowly . 
If the home environm ent is un­ 
happy and filled with stress, ten­ 
sion, 
and 
disorganization 
correc­ 
tions are in order. The victim m ust 
be given the impression tha t he is 
wanted and loved in spite of his 
infirm ity . Encouragem ent in capi­ 
ta l letters is equally im portant so 
tha t a sense of achievem ent is a t­ 
tained. This m eans tha t the p ar­ 
ents m ust tak e the tim e to discover 
or else create task s tha t the boy 
can do and let him k now in no 
uncertain term s tha t the results are 
good and appreciated. 
A confirmed stutterer needs the 
sam e help but in m any instances it 
is too late because the habit p at­ 
terns and emotional reactions are 
so firmly entrenched tha t they can­ 
not be altered by ordinary means. 
Nevertheless, if improvement is to 
follow, defeatist attitudes m ust be 
replaced with a more healthful and 
constructive outlook . 
G roup psy chotherapy is said to 
work well and has been used for 
some time in the National hospital 
for speech disorders. The “students” 
are all brought together in a social 
setting, with the phy sician directing 
the meeting. The sufferer discovers 
tha t he Is not an unusual specimen 
or curio. Furtherm ore, he is among 
friends, for the hostile aspects of 
the outer world have been elim inat­ 
ed. 
As his difficulties are ironed 
out, he progresses to a more ad­ 
vanced group, depending upon his 
ability to w ithstand the increased 
pressures found therein. Later he 
attends club activities, dram atics, 
and dancing; as he acquires a more 
m ature and stable personality , his 
speech defect becomes less bother­ 
some.

now become lobby ing. Despite the 
lobby ing act, the hotels, the cock ­ 
tail lounges, the corridors of Con­ 
gress now swarm with more of these 
oleaginous back -slappers than dur­ 
ing the war. Standing out above the 
rest is the oil lobby —k ing pin of 
them all. 
The oil lobby has just scored one 
great victory — Palestine — about 
which more later. 
Now it’s con­ 
centrating on perhaps the richest 
of all prizes—tidelands oil. 
Tidelands oil, the 
great conti­ 
nental shelf extending im der the 
w ater off the 
Pacific 
and G ulf 
coasts, is estim ated 
by some as 
m ore valuable than Arabia and the 
oil fields of the U nited States com­ 
bined. Around 1 00 billion barrels lie 
biy ied in these 
underw ater 
oil 
I fields, as against only 20 
billion 
barrels rem aining in the dry -land 
oil fields of the U nited States. 
“The petroleum resources of the 
continental shelf are ours to exploit 
whenever to expoit them becomes 
w orth while,” said S tandard Oil in 
a statem ent to stock holders. 
And 
since the Supreme Court now tak es 
a contrary view' tha t the Conti­ 
nental Shelf belongs to the federal 
government, not the states, the oil 
lobby is focusing all its power on 
a bill introduced by Senator Moore 
of Ok lahoma, himjself an oilman, 
w’hich would reverse the Supreme 
Court. 


Hav ing rev ersed the 
United 
Natio ns o n Palestine, the o il 
lo bby ists 
quite o penly 
bo ast 
that they can put a law thro ugh 
Co ngress rev ersing the highest 
tribunal o f the land. 


The Lo bby ist Army 
Lik e a well-organized army , the 
oil lobby operates through a front­ 
line commander, shock troops, dep­ 
uty commanders, plus psy chological 
w arfare agents, 
financial back ers, 
and camp followers. 
Front-line 
com m ander—is 
Sen­ 
ator Ed Moore, Ok lahoma Repub­ 
lican, who made millions out of oil, 
is about to retire from the Senate, 
doesn’t care w hat the voters think 
of him, and has 
introduced bill 
1988 turning the 
continental oil 
shelf of the United States back to 
the states—chiefly to 
California 
and Texas. Senator Moore w’as able 
to afford a $25,000 contribution to 
Senator 
Pappy 
O 'D aniel’s 
radio 
fund in 1944. 
Shock 
troop 
commander — is 
W alter Johnson, Attorney G eneral 
of Nebrask a, who draws a salary 
of $1,500 a m onth 
from the oil 
lobby and spends part of his time 
in W ashington directing its legis­ 
lative battle, despite the fact tha t 
he is supposed to be attending to 
the law business of Nebrask a. 


Just why Nebraska, a land­ 
lo cked state, with no o il lands 
remo tely near the sea. sho uld 
be so interested in the tlde- 
lands-o il bill, is difficult fo r the 
av erage perso n to understand. 
The reaso ns and ramificatio ns 
will beco me ev ident later. 


Deputy shock troop com m ander— 
is William W. Clary , Assistant A t­ 
torney G eneral of Caliiornia. Al­ 
though work ing 
for the state of 
California and paid $6,500 a y ear by 
the taxpay ers of tha t state, Clary 
also work s for the 
law' firm of 
O'Malvoney and My ers 
which in 
turn represents 23 oil and utility 
companies, 
most 
of 
which 
will 
piofit from tidelands oil. A lush 
bonanza of $270,000 in attorney 's 
fees was dropped into the lap of 
Mr. Clary and his as.sociates by 
various clients last j'car 
and Mr. 
Clary even explains that he pay s 
his salary as a state official into 
his law firm 's k itty , splitting it i ’ith 
bis partners. 


Ho w these state o fficials can 
get away with wo rking fo r their 
state go v ernments and fo r the 
o il co mpanies at 
o ne and the 
same time is no t o nly Interest­ 
ing but indicates why the o il 
co mpanies are so anx io us fo r 
state co ntro l t o f tidelands o il.

m ent during the last three m onths 
of 1947.

gene Kelly , another ex-W ashington 
newspaperman, who was hired by 
Attorney General Fred Howser of 
Califorrjba at $500 a week . Adm it­ 
ting tl$f to a 
Senate committee, 
Howser 
xplained: 
“The money 
has not been ap ­ 
propriated nor have I obtained it 
from the state

California. I 
m ust go home and get it for him.” 


Ho wser did go ho me, and did 
get the mo ney appro priated— 
$4 3 ,000 by the Califo rnia legis­ 
lature.

omething has happened here 
in the last few day s which 
might have a significance ex­ 
tending well bey ond the con­ 
stricted borders of the miscalled 
“Free Territory of Trieste.” 
The 
event w'as a sudden shift of the 
Communist party line. 
It deserves 
the closest study , for the shifts of 
the party line are the best clues to 
the strategy of the Kremlin. 
Until last week , the Trieste Com­ 
m unist press, subsidized in part by 
Yugoslavia’s 
M a r s ha l Tito, was 
talk ing very tough indeed. 
To the 
usual shrill abuse of “Anglo-Ameri­ 
can policy and m ilitary brutality ” 
was 
added 
a 
barely 
concealed 
threat. 
The 
Communist 
papers 
shriek ed “the work ers” would "never 
perm it” the Anglo-American out­ 
rages. More specifically , there were 
repeated appeals for mass dem on­ 
strations in the Piazza U nita, in the 
center 
of 
the 
city . 
The 
Allied 
m ilitary government had ruled tha t 
for a period including May Day , 
Communist dem onstrations m ust be 
confined to another section of the 
city . 
Thus the authority of the 
m ilitary government was directly 
challenged. 


But if the public Communist line 
was tough, the private line—the 
line tak en behind closed doors—was 
even tougher. 
Tliere is no doubt 
tha t plans were laid, and order is­ 
sued, 
for a showdown with 
the 
Anglo-American 
authority . 
It 
is 
k nown tha t one of the Trieste Com­ 
m unist 
party ’s satraps 
sent 
the 
word down the line that May 1 
was to m ark the beginning of a 
violent campaign to underm ine that 
authority . 
In the lower echelons, in the 
Communist cells, "agitprops” and 
activists explained the necessity for 
violence. The Italian elections, they 
argued, had finally shown tha t the 
party could never come to pJower 
except by force. The cases of H un­ 
gary and Czechoslovak ia were used 
to underline this conclusion. 
In 
those countries, it was pointed out. 
the 
“work ers” had 
seized 
power 
from “reactionaries,” and the Com­ 
m unist party was thereafter cer­ 
tain of a m ajority in any election. 
Thus, henceforth, the Trieste Com­ 
m unists m ust be ready to tak e up 
arms, and to “break reactionary 
heads.” 
Moreover, preparations for trans­ 
forming tough talk into tough ac­ 
tion were undertak en. In T rieste’s 
Communist section ((k nown, as in 
every city in Europe, as “Little 
Stalingraci”) sleeping quarters were 


assigned for contingents of Sl(|v 
thugs. 
These 
were 
to 
be 
Infil­ 
trated from the Yugoslav zone, to 
reinforce the native Trieste Com­ 
m unists in the “direct action” which 
had been planned. 
There is little 
wonder tha t only last* week real 
trouble in Trieste seemed more than 
possible. 


Yet on April 29th, observers noted 
with interest, the Communist press 
suddenly began to sing small. 
The 
abuse of the “Anglo-American im ­ 
perialists” autom atically persisted. 
But the threats of open •'defiance 
of the authority of the Allied m lli- 
tarj’ government were suddenly ab­ 
sent. 
On May 1st there was the usual 
dem onstration, 
c om p l e t e 
with 
speeches, 
banners, 
scantily 
clad 
anti-facist females and even more 
scantily clad Communist athletes. 
But the dem onstration was care­ 
fully confined to the areas assigned 
to the Communists. 
Nothing more 
lethal than a bottle of red ink was 
thrown.’ 
As such things go, the 
show was a flop, dismal and spottily 
attended. 
Moreover, in the day s 
which have since passed, day s which 
were to m ark the beginning of the 
all-out campaign against the Anglo- 
American government, a total of 
faintly nervous quiet has reigned 
in Trieste. 
Obviously , the Com­ 
m unist cam paign of violence has 
either been abandoned or indefi­ 
nitely postponed. 
There are several purely local in­ 
terpretations which can be placed 
upon this sudden docility , this un­ 
expected mildness, of the Trieste 
Communists. 
Per 
example, 
the 
higher headquarters of the Trieste 
Communist party is k nown to be 
located in Belgrade, M arshal T itos 
capital. 
It may be that the tough 
talk here was a private venture 
of the Yugoslav chieftain’s. 
Tito may have wished to feel out 
the Anglo-American occupation au­ 
thorities in Trieste, hoping tha t 
they 
would show 
weak ness, and 
give him a chance for another grab 
a t Trieste. 
It is a theory generally 
held among experts tha t the K rem ­ 
lin’s m ajor satraps lik e Tito are 
given a certain limited freedom of 
action, with the strict proviso that 
they do not involve themselves in 
serious trouble. The reversal of the 
Trieste

policy 
would 
then be explained on the basis tha t 
Tito was frightened off by the ob­ 
vious firmness of the able Ameri­ 
can

B ry ant Moore 
and 
British General Terence Airey .

Demosthenes Said It 
S 


OME tales are as old as the 
earth itself. The other night, 
wearied of the endlessness of 
the debate in UN and the pri­ 
m aries and Stassen and Eisenhow’er 
and all that, I pulled Demosthenes 
off the shelf and read of Henry W al­ 
lace. Of course, E>emosthenes k new 
nothing of the M undt Bill, but he 
did say : 


” 
y o a think it so nece^ary 
to grant 
general 
freedo m 
o f 
speech to ev ery o ne hi Athens 
that y o u ev en allo w aliens and 
slav es to share In the priv ilege, 
and many menials may be o b- 
sened amo ng y o u speaking their 
minds with mo re liberty than 
citizens enjo y in o ther states.” .. 


Then the ancient orator got on 
to the subject of the day , which 
was the evils 
of Stalin—I 
m ean, 
Philip of Macedó n. 
Demosthenes 
put it this way : 
“ . . . If needed Athens can re­ 
m ain at peace and if the choice 
rests w ith us . . . I p>ersonally feel 
tha t we are bound to do so; and if 
any one say s that we can, I call upon 
him to move a resolution and to do 
som ething and to play us no trick s; 
but if there is another person con­ 
cerned, with sword in hand and 
a 
m ighty force at his back , who im ­ 
poses on y ou with the nam e of 
peace but himself indulges in acts 
of war, w hat is left but to defend 
ourselves? 
If y ou choose to follow 
his example and profess tha t y ou 
are a t peace. I raise no objection. 
But if any one mistak es for peace an 
arrangem ent 
which 
will 
enable 
Philip, when he has seized every ­ 
thing else, to m arch upon us, he 
has tak en leave of his senses, and 
the peace tha t he talk s of is one tha t 
y ou observe towards Philip, but not 
Philip towards y ou. 
T hat is the 
advantage which he is purchasing 
by all his expenditures of money — 
tha t he should be a t war with y ou, 
but tha t y ou should not be at w'ar 
with him, 


“ If we are go ing to wait fo r 
him to ackno wledge a state o f 
war with us, we are indeed the 
simplest o f mo rtals; fo r ev en 
if he marches straight against 
Attica and the Piraeu.s, he will 
no t admit it. 
” 


Then 
the 
orator 
advises 
the 
A thenian Assembly : 
“But it is not enough . . . even 
to oppose him with active m ilitary 
measures, but both from calculation 
and on principle 
3iou m ust show 
y our hatred of those who speak 
publicly on his behalf; and y ou 
m ust reflect tha t it is impossible 
to defeat the enemies of our city 
until y ou have chastised those who 
within our very w'alls mak e them ­ 
selves their servants. 
And that, 
as ail Heaven is my witness, y ou 
will never be able to do; but y ou 
have reached such a height of folly 
or of madness or—I k now not w hat 
to call it, for this fear too has often 
haunted me, tha t some demon is 


haps even probable—tha t w hat has 
happened in Trieste reflects a m ajor 
shift in the Communist line in all 
of western Europe. Weight is given 
to this interpretation by the fact 
that a sim ilar sequence of events 
has tak en place in Italy : tough 
talk , preparation for tough action, 
ana then, after repeated visits by 
Communist 
leader 
Palm iro 
Tog- 
liatti to the Soviet Embassy , noth­ 
ing. 
The suspicion naturally arises 
that the realists in the Krem lin 
have come to the conclusion that 
direct action by the Soviet Union 
or by the indigenous Communist 
parties to achieve Soviet dom ina­ 
tion of Europe is now certain to 
fail. 
If this is correct—if the Commu­ 
nist party line has been genuinely 
changed—we are entering a period 
sharply different in political atm os­ 
phere from the recent past.

The outcome of the Ohio prim ary has left both 
Harold W. Stassen and th e #sU*e*E “favorite son” for 
the presidency. Senator Robert P. Taft, more or less 
satisfied, but one thing must be said and th a t is 
th at the Buckeye State Senator succeeded in slowing 
down the former M innesota governor's bandwagon 
Mr SHlassen. two weeks before the primary’, set 
a standard for w hat he would regard as success in 
the voting 
Re said he would consider the result a 
victory if he carried half, or even eleven, of the con­ 
tested district delegates and if his single candidate 
for delegate-at-large got as many votes as the aver­ 
age for the nine Taft delegates-at-large. In other 
words, twelve votes or more would be a successful 
outcome from his viewpoint. 
He won nine district delegates but lost his dele- 
gate-at-large candidate—not too impressive a show­ 
ing 
On the other hand, from the Taft viewpoint, 
we would say the result was satisfactory’ but not up­ 
roariously so. 
The senior Senator from Ohio met 
the full brunt cf an attack by an opponent who flushed 
with recent successes in Wisconsin and Nebraska. 
In a close-to-thc-people campaign T aft would seem 
to have stopped the attack and a little more. Stassen 
didn’t do so badly but he certainly lost a good deal 
of the bloom of a young political conqueror with 
which he cptered the Ohio campaign. 
The vote ,n three Cleveland districts was signifi­ 
cant. It la often repeated that T aft Is a poor cam ­ 
paigner. wUn no vote appeal, and three weeks before 
the balloting began it was common knowledge that 
prospects for the Senator were bad in Cleveland. 
On occasion the city by Lake Erie has shown a con­ 
siderable capacity for being unfriendly 
to 
Repub­ 
licans 
It is the opinion of political observers th a t 
had it not been for the sittuftfton in Clevland, Stassen 
would not have made a contest in Ohio at all. There 
w’ere sharp differ* noes among T aft's friends regarding 
measures and methods to be u£ed in the campaign. 
The prospect was gloomy almost to a point of being 
hopeless 
Then it was th a t Taft adopted his type of personal 
elose-to-the-people campaign. He spent m any day* 
In Cleveland, talking to small and large crowds. He 
talked common sense. 
He evidently impressed his 
audiences by his patriotism , his sincerity and hts 
knowledge of government. The result: five out of 
six delegates went to Taft. 
So the general result of the Ohio balloting will 
probably leave Taft somewhat stronger and Stassen 
somewhat weaker although he continues a strong 
contender for the presidential nomination. He can­ 
not, however, af!Ord to receive too many Ohio-like 
setbacks, and T aft will have to show himself as hav­ 
ing more general appeal than has been his up to now.

Police State Music 
Russia’s plea to composers of the world to write 
more music for the people was not well received by 
m usicians in the United States. It was badly timed, 
for one thing. 
The Soviet Union has been disciplining its own 
musicians, firing them from jobs and threatening 
them with dire punishm ent for writing the “wrong” 
kind of music, forcing them to confess their “faults"- 
and promise to be good little composers.

"Free Territory of Trieste." The 
event was a sudden shift of the 
Communist party line. It deserves 
the closest study, for the shifts of 
the party line are the best clues to 
the strategy of the Kremlin 
Until last week. the Trieste Com­ 
munist press, subsidized in part by 
Yugoslavia* M a r s h a l Tito, was 
talking very tough indeed 
To the 
usual shrill abuse of "Anglo-Ameri­ 
can policy and military* brutality" 
was 
added 
a 
barely 
concealed 
threat. 
The 
Communist 
papers 
shrieked “the workers" would “never 
permit" the Anglo-American out­ 
rages 
More specifically, there were 
repeated appeals for mass demon­ 
strations in the Piazza Unita, in the 
center of the city. The Allied 
military’ government had ruled that 
for a period including May Day, 
Communist demonstrations must be 
confined to another .section of the 
city. 
Thus the authority of the 
military government was directly 
challenged. 
• - a - a 
But if the public Communist line 
was tough, the private line—the 
line taken behind closed doors—was 
even tougher. 
There is no doubt 
that plans were laid, and order is­ 
sued. for a showdown with the 
Anglo-American authority. 
It is 
known that one of the Trieste Com­ 
munist 
party's satraps sent the 
word down the line that May I 
was to mark the beginning of a 
violent campaign to undermine that 
authority. 
In tire lower echelons, in the 
Communist cells, ’agitprops" and 
activists explained the necessity for 
violence. The Italian elections, they 
argued, had finally shown that the 
party could never come to power 
except by force. The cases of Hun­ 
gary- and Czechoslovakia were used 
to underline this conclusion. 
In 
those countries, it was pointed out. 
the "workers” had seized power 
from “reactionaries,'’ and the Com­ 
munist party was thereafter cer­ 
tain of a majority in any election. 
Thus, henceforth, the Trieste Com­ 
munists must be ready to take up 
arms, and to “break reactionary 
heads." 
Moreover, preparations for trans­ 
forming tough talk into tough ac­ 
tion were undertaken. In Trieste's 
Communist section ((known, as in 
every city in Europe, a* “Little 
Stalingrad”) sleeping quarters wert 


assigned for contingents of Slgv 
thugs. These were to be Infil­ 
trated from the Yugoslav zone, to 
reinforce the native Trieste Com­ 
munists in the “direct action" which 
had been planned. 
There is little 
wonder that only last* week real 
trouble in Trieste seemed more than 
possible.

Yet on April 29th, observers noted 
with interest, the Communist press 
suddenly began to sing small. The 
abuse of the "Anglo-American im­ 
perialists" automatically persisted. 
But the threats of open 'defiance 
of the authority of the Allied mili­ 
tary government were suddenly ab­ 
sent. 
On May 1st there was the usual 
demonstration, 
c o m p l e t e 
with 
speeches, 
banners, 
scantily 
clad 
anti-racist females and even more 
scantily clad Communist athletes. 
But the demonstration was care­ 
fully confined to the areas assigned 
to the Communists. Nothing more 
lethal than a bottle of red ink w as 
thrown. 
As such things go, the 
show was a flop, dismal and spottily 
attended 
Moreover, in the days 
which have since passed, days which 
were to mark the beginning of the 
all-out campaign against the Anglo- 
American government, a total of 
faintly nervous quiet has reigned 
rn Trieste. 
Obviously, the Com­ 
munist campaign of violence has 
either been abandoned or Indefi­ 
nitely pastponed. 
There are several purely local In­ 
terpretations which can be placed 
upon this sudden docility, this un­ 
expected mildness, of the Trieste 
Communists.

located in Belgrade. Marshal Titos 
capital.

OME tales are as old as the 
earth itself. The other night, 
wearied of the endlessness of 
the debate In UN and the pri­ 
maries and Stassen and Elsenhower 
and all that. I pulled Demostheneb 
off the shelf and read of Henry Wal­ 
lace. Of course. Demosthenes knew 
nothing of the Mundt BUI, but he 
did say: 


** 
jew think It aa necessary 
to grant general fw ti» n af 
speech ta every ane in Athens 
that yea even allow aliens and 
slaves to share in the privilege, 
and many awn lab may be ob­ 
served among yon speaking their 
minds arith more liberty than 
citizens enjoy la other states.".. 


Then the ancient orator got on 
to the subject of the day. which 
was the evils of Stalin—I mean. 
Philip of Macedon. 
Demosthenes 
put it this way: 
" . . . If needed Athens can re­ 
main at peace and lf the choice 
rests with us . . . I personally feel 
that we are bound to do so; and if 
anyone says that we can. I call upon 
him to move a resolution and to do 
something and to play us no tricks; 
but if there Is another person con­ 
cerned. with sword In hand and a 
mighty force at his back, who Im­ 
poses on you with the name of 
peace but himself Indulges in acts 
of war. what Is left but to defend 
ourselves? If you choose to follow 
his example and profess that you 
are at peace. I raise no objection. 
But lf anyone mistakes for peace an 
arrangement 
which 
will 
enable 
Philip, when he has seized every­ 
thing else, to march upon us. he 
has taken leave of his senses, and 
the peace that he talks of is one that 
you observe towards Philip, but not 
Philip towards you. 
That is the 
advantage Which he is purchasing 
by all his expenditures of money— 
that he should be at war with you. 
but that you should not be at war 
with him.

Not that it wasn't a good trade 
for the Indians, perhaps, for Gor­ 
don proved to be one of the stars 
of the Tribal entourage, smashing 
out 29 home runs and driving in 93 
markers. But Cleveland didn’t win 
the pennant and the Yanks did. 
Today, 
it appears 
the Yanks 
really did all right by the deal, lor 
Reynolds has proven to be the most 
consistent Yankee winner on the 
staff. The fireballer has won three 
straight and may be the boy to 
lead the New Yorkers to another 
pennant at a time w hen the Indians 
need pitching help. 
Workhorse of the 
Yank staff 
last year when he participated in 
34 games, hurled 242 innings and 
won 19 games against eight Josses. 
Reynolds turned in his best year 
in the majors. He had the benefit, 
however, of some timely 
Yankee 
hitting. 
This is Reynolds’ seventh season 
in the majors. As a member of the 
Indians in 1943 he led the league in 
strikeouts, getting 
151 batters to 
bite the dust. 
OI Insh-Indian-English descent, 
Reynolds broke into 
professional 
baseball with 
Springfield of the 
Middle-Atlantic league in 1939 and 
moved up through the Cleveland 
farms at Cedar Rapids and Wilkes- 
Barre, being brought up to the par­ 
ent club in 1942 alter he had won 
16 games for Wilkes-Barre.

The husky righthander received 
a bachelor of science degree from 
the University of Oklahoma in 1940.
